GEOaCETOWNTGuyana (LPl) -r 
U.S. Army burial teams Saturday put 
. the last of at least 912 bodies from the 
onestown-on-a- 
hellcoptcT and broke Into a clapping, 
hand-alapplng celebration ot the end 
of their grim task almost one week to 
the hour from one of history's most 
bizarre sulddo rites. 

"The last of the bodies has been 
removed," the. U.S. Embassy an- 
nounced at 5:45 p.m. 

Soldiers at Port Kaltuma^dt the' 
final body on a Jolly Green Giant 
helicopter and, still wearing their 



combat helmets and storglcal masks, 
began shaking and slapping one 
another's han^ and dapping in a 
-I^wli:y-o^rrilef-lhat-lhelp-aearch-^o^- 
corpses was over. 

Officials at Dover Air Force Base, 
Del., put the number for those who 
died in the mass suicide at 912, A U.S. 
Embassy spokesman in Georgetown 
said the final figure could go to 9i4. 

The U.S. Embassy said all U.S. 
military men would evacuate the 
Jungle commune Saturday ni^t and 
Guyanese police move In and talee up 
posts to guard the buildings. 



One embassy official, nskcdlf more 
helicopter searches tor possible sur- 
vivors would be made over the dense 
rain-forest-^urroundlng-thc-colony,- 
sald onl>;: ''I suppose we will have to 
review that now." 

The remark appeared to Indicate 
U.S. authorities now believe most if 
not all Inhabitants have been ac- 
counted for. dead or alive. 

The recovery operation took about 
three days, exceeding early 
expectations as the Initial body count 
more than doubled by the time the 
graves registration teams finished 



their task at the Rev. Jim Jones' 
Jungle commune. 

Tliere were still discrepancies In the 
: flgurcsrGtiyimese offlctalrhad turned 
over 803 Anicrlcan passports lo the 
U.S. Embassy and reported that '915 
members of the Calltomia sect hpd 
registered with Guyanese Immigra- 
tion. Officials said 39 of the cult 
members survived the mass suicide.

Shulersaid. *' 

As the number of bodies to readi 
Dover from Guyana continued to 
Increase, Shuler said the cargo planei 
would load the caskets In stoeki of 
four instead of three to spoed thdr 
return to the UnltcdSlates.. 
. The bpdlcs.of chldren were placed 
two to a casket. 

Shuler said Ihc mortuary team — 
working around the dock amid the 
stench of decomposing, bloated bodlei 
— has asked for more morticlana ' 
from Ft. Lee. Va., and the Air f^orca 
mortuary office In WashfngtOTi, D,C. 
lo aid In the fingerprinting and 
embalming. 

The Armed Forces Institute of 
Pathology already has sent hdp. 

Shuler said no autopsies will be 
performed at the base mortuaryi 
Earlier, State Department offidaU 
said no autopsy would be perfMtned 
by the govenment on Jones. 

The mortuary is a low white 
building Jocated next to thc_toe 
hobby shop.

Leaded 
gasoline 
under fire

DETROIT — The federal govern- 
ment Is seriously considering impos- 
ing a variety of financial and legal 
penalties on the use of leaded 
gasoline, as a means ot discouraging 
Its use. In cars that require -the 
higher-priced unleaded gasoline for 
proper functioning of pollution conlrol 
equipment. 

The Environmental Protection 
Agency has found that li-aded fuel Is 
used in nlwiil 10 percent of the 
estimated 32 million cars equipped 
with pollution control devices called 
catalytic converters, thus frustrating 
the government's progrom to reduce 
pollution from outombbllcs, 

Among the options being weighed 
by the EPA arc adopting regulations 
that would narrow the price gap 
between leaded gasoline and unleaded 
gasoline; requiring automobile 
manufaclurers lo Install lank filler 
pipes that would not admit leaded gas 
hoses ut gasoline stations; making It 
illegal tor drivers to pul leaded 
gasoline in a car marked for unleaded 
gas only, and Imposing a tax on 
leaded regular gasoline, then-by driv- 
ing Its price up lo that uf unleaded 
gaiuilino. 

At present, unleaded gasoline costs 
jusl over 4 a-nls a gallon more than 
leaded regulor-grndr gaiwiinr in most 
parts ot the country.

GABARONE, Botswana — II was a 
-scene-famlHarlnthe-West-but-rare-in- 
Africa. The bewlggcd speaker of Uie 
House rapped his gavel, Ihc ^32 
members settled Into their seals, and 
the fifth session ol the freely elected 
parlfsment of the Republic of. 
Botswana made ready to hear the 
opening speech by President Sir 
SerelseKhama. 

The public galleries were (Ulcdand 
ambassadors from the United Slates, 
the Soviet Union, China and Britain 
were on hand asSeiretsc opened with a 
reminder to the assembled politicians 
that the niillon's fourth round of free 
elections (in its 12 years of indepen- 
dence) soon would be held. 

Thai meonl, the president pointed 
out, "that even In an area charact- 
erized by political tyranny and racial 
autocracy, such as southern Africa, a 
truly democratic society can t>c 
created and maintained; it can take 
root and flourish." 

This produced a rumble of-opproval 
from backtwnchcrs, apparently a ■ 
raucous lot in the Brtlish tradition. 
And well it might have, since 
Bolsttana, a nation the size of Texas 
but with three times as many cattle as 



people,' Is one ot only two practicing 
democracies on this continent. (The 
other Is Gamblo). 

—Serelserin - imposing- flgure-of-a- 
man but not much of an orator, read 
his speech sitting down, with his 
English wife, Lady Khama, ot his 
side. Listening was his cabinet,' in 
which the minister ol public works 
and communications Is a while man 
and the minister o( mineral affairs, 
water and energy Is a black woman. 
Under his wig. the speaker also was 
white, and four of the 32 iscals were 
flUcd by members of opposition 
parties. 

Alt this attested not Just lu de- 
mocracy, but to a nonroclal society as 
well, and one in which the rule ot law 

— upheld by ah Independent Judiciary 

— has been well established. There 
are no pollticol prisoners In 
Botswano, corruption Is consplclous 
by Its absence and the economy Is 
organized on free cnlerprlse prin- 
ciples. 

In fact, about the only reminder of 
customs Ip all too many other African 
stales wasVihe presence of the 
president's young son, Ian Khama, In 
the uniform of a brigadier general of 
the Botswana Defense Force. Even 
so, the tiny. Brlllsli-lralned BDP Is 



only- IB months old; and wos forced 
vpm a reluctant Serelse because of 
the danger of border Incursions 
arislngfromtheworinRhodesfa. 

But if In all those ways Botswana 
seems to bfi the Slate Department's 
dream ot the ideal African notion -7 
democratic, copltallst and non- 
mUltarlst — 11 Is also a country In 
considerable trouble, with lots more 
Just waiting to happen. 

Economically, the nation depends 
largely on mineral wenllti, mosUy 
diamonds, and Its trodlttonol cattle 
industry (Botswana annually sells 
17.5 million tonsof Its excellent beef In 
Europe at a favorable price negotia- 
ted with the EEC). All this ts flro for 
foreign exchange but neither diamond 
mining nor cattle raising Is a lobor- 
Intensfvc industry and Bolswona's 
major economic problem ts to provide 
income-producing Jobs for most of Its 
750,000 people, only about 30 per cent 
of whom arc literate.

■ He watched the once booming 
mining town die — and then revive 

-Into one of the- most popular ski 
resorts In the nation. 

He saved men's lives and saw 
others killed. He worked a* dozen old 

' mining claims and says he cbuld have 
been a millionaire If he could sell all 
the gold he dug up decades ago at 

' today's prices. 

He's used every type o( transporta- 
tion to deliver the mall to the top ol the 
steep eight-mile canyon except an 
aircrafr, and he is planning to do that 
In a helicopter Oefore he retires. 

"1 hove been scared so many times 
going up that canyon I can't re- 
member them all," Despaln said on a 

. recent- cold day after he'd finished 
battling the season's first snowstorm 
to make his twodozen deliveries. 

"I've gone in'on horseback, on slds 
and on fooC when I couldn't get a 
wagon or a car up the canyon," he 

- said. 

Star' route carriers contract with 
the postal service to deliver mqll In 
rural areas. Dcspaln's conlract 
' expires next July and he can renew It 
If he wishes. ^ 

"I Undo hate to give It up," he said. 
' "I've quite a few friends along the 
route and It's hard to break loose from 
that.. But I'll have to Invest In some 
new. equipment and new car prices 
are so high I don't know 11 I will go 

■ throughwllhit." 

Despaln signed his first contract to 
deliver the malt In 1922 when a dozen 
mines still operated In the Alta area 
and the town's main street was lined 
with two dozeirsaloons. 

The only way up the canyon In those 
days was by hor»Mlrawn wagon or a 
steep narrow gauge railroad which 



served the mines. 

E}espa[n and his father operated a 
Jitney on the railroad tracks, carrying 
freight, passengers and the miall. 

His Jitney, .was a converted 1918 
GMC two-ton tnick which ended up 
looking like a nat-car with passenger' 
sgflLi ana ji motor. The contraption 



could not t>e turned flf°"nti- ^^ tt 
tracks so l>cspain would back It dowrT*" 
the canyon. It had reversible seats so 
the passengers could face fonvard on - 
boththeupanddowntrlps., , 

Despaln operated the Jitney until a 
violent wreck in 1928, which claimed 
the life of one man. 

"We hit a snow storm one day. I had 
Sanders on both the front wheels, but 
they froze up. We were coming down 
the canyon all right until we hit a slick 
place where the snow had tlppfiS" 
weeds over the rails. 

"It was like hitting grease. We took 
off with oU the wheels locked, picking 
up speed. The brakes were of no use at 
aU." 

Five miners quickly Jumped off the 
open Jitney, but three other first-time 
passengers froze. As the vehicle went 
faster and faster down the grade, 
Despaln pleaded with them to Jump 
off, but they refused. 

"I had to threaten them with a crow 
bar," he said. 

They finally Jumped, but the men 
picked bad spots to land. One 
slammed into a boulder and all three 
were seriously hurt. Despaln leaped, 
too, and suffered some scrapes and 
bruises. One at the pasjengcrs, whose 
leg had to be amputated, later died of 
gangrene. 

The Jitney wrapped around a tree 
and Its days were over. Since then, 
Despaln has used cars and four-wheel 
drive vehicles to laakc the trip. 

He's been trapped in the canyon by 
dozens ot avalanches and even had 
the back end ol his car pushed off the 
road by one slide, a narrow miss. 

One day he was driving up the road 
and met a man running toward him. 
The man was the driver of a stale 
highway department snowplow that 
had been partially burled by a slide. A 
pickup truck accompanying the plow 
was burled with two men Inside. 

"1 grabt>cd my shovel, scraped 
around until I found the aerial of the

• BANGKOK, Thailand (UPI) — How 
much trouble can counterfeiters 
cause when they sptim the big bills 
and only turn out fake coins worth 
nothing more than about 25 U.S. 
centers? 

Plenty, Thailand found out recently. 

'A 'group of petty crlmlnalB who 
"thought small", turning out only ~ 
baht (25 cents U.S,r coins, not onl. 
made a lot of money for themselves, 
but distressed about 40 mllllan lluds, . 
sent bankers Into literal tlizles, 
angeted virtually every official In the 
nation, caused uncounted ugly 
confrontations, got the prime minister 
so upset he ordered them Jailed 
without trlalrand forced the national 
bonk to withdraw the coin from 
circulation. 

A 5-baht coin won't get you a taxi 
ride or a good cigar, but the great 
counterfeit controversy far out- 
weighed In public Importance much 
weightier economic matters like a 
billion dollar trade deficit, the price of 
gold and the freeing of the baht flrom 
the dollar. 

For weeks, It was the most Impor- 
tant economic issue In the country, 
forcing the government to be^ 
minting a new Issue and finally to 
declare all old coins - even the good 
ones — ofticlally worthless. 

Not bad for a ring thit minted fake 
coins worth ]uit 0.00003S percent of a 
Hud worker's annual Income.

States is also subject to debate. The leaders of 
Mexican-American groups who favor a lax Immlgra- 
tlon'policy say that most take menial Jobs that other 
citizens refuse. Most union leaders, however, say the 
aliens are depressing wages for Jobs that might 
otherwise t>e taken by those citizens. 

Politically, the effect of the growing Mexican 
population Is uAclear, too. according to political 
analysts, although they point out that Illegal 
.immigration Is expected to help make Los Angeles a 
predominantly Latin community within several 
years. 

Officials of welfare agencies report that relatively 
tew aliens seem to be receiving welfare payments, 
although officials of public hospitals say a growing 
numberofthcirpatients are aliens. 

Estimates of the number of illegal aliens who arc 
pupils in the Los Angeles school system range up to IS 
percent, or more than 60.000 children. Since slate 
support of local school systems Is based on 
enrollment, illegal aliens have become a source of 



revenue for some cities.

1975 to pmvldo 
technical assistance to developing 
nations. Co-author Ralph Cummlngs 
Jr. Is an IADS program officer. 

Wortman, who is also vice president 
of the Rockefeller Foundation, said 
Tuesday st a luncheon (or reporters: 
"The people who arc really responsi- 
ble for dealing with thli problem arc 
the authorities ol developing 
countries.

The order came from U.S. District 
Court Judge Richard* Owen,, who 
acted on a complaint filed by 10 
Inmates losLycar, a few months after 
the state allowed tor the first time the 
■ presence pfmalegunrds^ln thrllvlng^ 
and sleeping quarters of the Westchc- 
' stcrCktunty prison. 

In his 19-pagc decision. Judge Owen 



said he sought to "reconcile the right 
to privacy with the right of h map to 
equal Job opportunity." 

But Owen said the women were 
subjected to Invasion of privacy. ,
